G.S.R 589(E).— Whereas the draft of certain rules further to amend the Central 
Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989, were published as required by sub-section (1) of section 
212 of the Motor Vehicles y\ct, 1988 (59 of 1988) in the Gazette of India, 
(Extraordinary, Part-II, Section 3, Sub-section (i), dated the 15^^ March, 2005 yjde 
notification of Government of India in the Ministry of Shipping, Road Transport and 
Highways (Department of Road T '^T.cport and Highways), number G.S.R. 172 (E), 
dated the 15^ March, 2005, invitirc^ t^bjections and suggestions from all persons 
likely to be affected thereby within a period of thirty days from the date on which 
copies of the Gazette of India, in which the said notification was published, were 
made available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on 
the 17^^ March, 2005; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public on the 
said draft rules have been consiidered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sections 27, 64, 110 
and 128 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 
1989, namely:- 


(1) These rules may be called the Central Motor Vehicles(Fifth Amendment) 
Rules, 2005. 

(2) Save as otherwise provided in these rules, they shall come into force 
on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

In the Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989 (hereinafter referred as the said 
rules), in rule 2, after clause (t), ^e following clauses shall be inserted, 

namely:- 
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'(u)"Eattery Operated Vehicle" means a vehicle adapted for use upon 
roads and powered exclusively by an electric motor whose traction energy 
is supplied exclusively by traction battery installed in the vehicle; 

Provided that if the following conditions are verified and authorized 
by an/ testing agency specified in rule 126, the battery operated vehicle 
shall not be deemed to be a motor vehicle. 

(i) the thirty minutes power of the motor is less than 0.25 kW.; 

(ii) th(j maximum speed of the vehicle is less than 25 km/h.; 

(iii) bi-:ycles with pedal assistance which are ^ (a) equipped with an 
auxiliary electric motor having a thirty minute power less than 0.25 kW, 
whose output is progressively reduced and finally ;cut off ac the vehicle 
reaches a speed of 25 km/h, or sooner, if the cyclist stops pedalling; and 
(b) fited with suitable brakes and retro-reflective devices, ufe. one white 
reflector in the front and one red reflector at the rear. 

Explar ation.- The thirty minute power of the motor is defined in 
AIS:0^ 9:2003 and method of verification is prescribed ’m AIS:041:2003, till 
the a rresponding BIS specifications are notified under the Bureau of 
Indian Standards Act, 1986 (63 of 1986); 

(v)"Poiver tiller" means an agricultural machinery used for soil preparation 
having a single axle in which the direction of travel and its control for field 
operaton is performed by the operator walking behind It. This equipment 
may or may not have a riding attachment and when coupled to a trailer 
can be used for the. transportation of goods. The maximum speed of the 
power tiller when coupled to a trailer, shall not exceed 22 km/h. The 
maxim jm haulage capacity of the Power tiller coupled to a trailer shall not 
exceed 1,5 tons.' 

3. In rule 4 of the said rules,- 

(a) tern number 1 and the entries relating thereto shall be omitted; 

(b) ijfter item number 10 and the entries relating tf^reto, the following 
item and the entry shall be inserted, namely;- 

' ll. Any other document or documents as may be presaibed by

Provided that these conditions shall not apply to category of persons 
exempted in terms of Section 129 and the rules made thereunder by the 
concerred State Government."
